to resolve 
draft EIR

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation D istrict, last night, 
ordered engineering consultant Thomas 
M. Stetson to meet with Department of 
Fish and Game officials to resolve dif­ 
ferences over an environmental impact 
report. 
The state agency has filed critical 
comments against a draft copy of an EIR 
which was written for a water spreading 
project by the City of Lompoc on the 
Santa Ynez River. Stetson told the direc­ 
tors he believed he could resolve most of 
the fish and game objections if he could 
sit down and go over the EIR document, 
paragraph by paragraph. The water con­ 
servation project would capture some of 
the flood flows of the Santa Ynez River 
east of the city and use the water to 
recharge the underground basin. 
The fish and game criticism is the only 
obstacle remaining before final submis­ 
sion of the proposal to the State Water 
Resources Board. 
On hand for the discussion last night 
were Joe Mix sell, member of the city 
water commission; Alan Davidson, city 
attorney and A1 Thompson, director of 
the dty water department. 
The board gave tacit approval to board 
president William Laranjo’s promise to 
arrange a water information meeting in 
Vandenberg Village in the near future. 
John Flaherty, vice president of the 
Vandenberg Village Association; and 
Max Wilson, association member issued 
a formal invitation to the board. 
Flaherty said the association was in­ 
terested in a briefing on water supply 
and quality in the light of recent develop­ 
ments. 
In two related discussions, Stetson and 
legal counsel Stanley C. Hatch touched 
on work of the CDM Co., which is under 
contract to the county water agency, and 
on a south county political situation 
related to the work. Stetson said the 
company was lagging behind schedule in 
a study of conjunctive use in connection 
with Santa Ynez River water and that 
the company wanted to go into Phase 2 of 
the study before it had adequately com­ 
pleted Phase 1. Hatch noted, "The thing 
that irritates me is that certain water 
entities in the south have carved their 
roast already and are already allocating 
the amount of extra water they expect to 
get from the conjunctive use program.” 
Hatch’s comments were made in the 
light of experiments now under way to 
determine the feasibility of conjunctive 
use. In Hatch’s view the principle has not 
yet proved it can produce a more annual 
safe yield from Cachuma than the es­ 
tablished yield of 27,000 plus acre feet of 
water annually. When the study was un­ 
dertaken it was understood it would take 
several years to complete. 
South county entities, and particularly 
those in Goleta have pressed for work on 
the conjunctive use principle because of 
a shortage of water in the south.

hospitals by a convoy of ambulances and 
civilian vehicles commandeered by 
police. 
The M ontoneros claim ed r e ­ 
sponsibility for the bomMng in a call to 
UPI Wednesday night. The same 
guerrilla group killed 21 policemen and 
wounded 70 others in a July bombing. 
Police said the device exploited at 7:15 
p.m. (4:15 p.m. EST) in a small third 
floor auditorium of a Defense Ministry 
office building in downtown Buenos 
Aires just as a large group of military 
and civilian officials sat down to hear a 
lecture by an unidentified army lieute­ 
nant colonel. 
The fo rce of the b la st, in a 
soundproofed and sealed room, lifted the 
occupants from their seats and smashed 
them against the walls while a blanket of 
buckshot sprayed across the room. 
High-level police sources said the 
bomb was a “shaped” charge using 
dynamite wrapped around a cartridge 
filled with shot and molded to explode in 
a particular direction. 
The sources said the bomb was in­ 
serted between the outer wall of the con­ 
crete and glass building and the 
soundproofed inner wall. 
They said it was detonated at exactly 
the right time to do the maximum 
amount of damage, indicating the 
bombers had detailed knowledge of the 
meeting plans.

Spain votes 
confidence for 
King Carlos 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - Spaniards 
have given a resounding vote of con­ 
fidence to King Juan Carlos and his 
government by approving democratic 
reforms that open the way to the nation’s 
first free elections in 41 years. 
In a referendum Wednesday, 94.2 per 
cent of the voters approved con­ 
stitutional changes scrapping key institu­ 
tions of the Franco regime and es­ 
tablishing a Westem-style democracy, 
according to official and almost com­ 
plete results today. 
The vote was a victory for Premier 
Adolfo Suarez, 44, who is engineering the 
delicate task of turning the dictatorship 
established by the late Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco into a democracy. 
The outcome was a crushing defeat for 
Francoist diehards, the only political 
force to urge rejection of the new laws. 
They got 2.6 per cent of the vote while 3.2 
per cent of the voters cast blank or void 
ballots. 
The result was also a defeat for the 
left-wing opposition led by Socialists and 
Communists. 
British trade unions 
join storm of criticism 


LONDON (UPI) — British trade union 
leaders today joined a nationwide storm 
of criticism of the Labor government’s 
multibillion dollar save-the-pound 
economy package. They called it disap­ 
pointing and asked whether the govern­ 
ment has “lost its political nerve.” 
The criticisms were voiced by Len 
Murray, general secretary of the 10 
million member Trades Union Congress, 
after its powerful economic committee 
studied the package. 
It was presented to Parliament 
Wednesday by Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer Denis Healey. 
“The committee was disappointed 
with the package,” Murray said. “We 
were asking ourselves if the government 
has lost its political nerve.” 


Murray criticized Healey for saying 
Wednesday he hopes to slash personal in­ 
come taxes in his annual budget next 
April if the unions accept continued pay 
curbs. 
“If the chancellor thinks he is going to 
do some kind of deal on pay and tax con­ 
cessions, he can forget it,” Murray said. 
"It’s just not on.” 
Other union leaders joined in the 
chorus of attacks against Healey. 
Alan Sapper, head of the Television 
and Film Technicians union, said “the 
measures have destroyed the credibility 
of the social contract” - the agreement 
between the Labor government and the 
unions to keep an anti-inflation lid on pay 
demands. 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — Jimmy Carter 
today named Mack Georgia Congres­ 
sman Andrew Young as ambassador to 
the United Nations and chose Zbigniew 
Brzezinski and Charles Schultze for key 
presidential advisory posts. 
Soviet expert Brzezinski, a Columbia 
University professor, would became the 
President-elect’s national security af­ 
fairs adviser. Former federal budget 
director Schultze would chair the Council 
of Economic Advisers. 
Carter announced the nominations — 
all subject to Senate approval — at an 
early afternoon news conference at­ 
tended by the three men. 
Carter earlier filled four other 
Cabinet-level posts Young is the first 
black named to a high Carter ad­ 
ministration job. 
“I have been fortunate enough to con­ 
vince Congressman Young to accept this 
post ... because of his longtime interest 
in international affairs and because of 
the great esteem with which he is held by 
leaders of the world,” Carter said. “He 
is the finest elected official that I have 
ever known,’’ added the President-elect. 
Carter said Schultze has “superb 
qualifications to be at my right hand as I 
make economic decisions” and Brze­ 
zinski has been “eminently involved in 
studying the relationships that ... ought 
to exist between the nations of the 
world.” 
“I recognize its going to be a difficult 
job and I guess I’m crazy enough to try 
it,” said Young on arrival here. He said 
he was convinced Carter planned 
changes in foreign policy, especially 
toward Africa. 
Young, 44, a former lieutenant of slain 
civil rights leader Martin Luther King 
Jr. and one of Carter’s strongest suppor­ 
ters, would replace William Scranton as 
the nation’s representative to the United 
Nations. 
Szhultze, 52, was federal budget direc­ 
tor under former President Lyndon 
Johnson and is currently a member of 
the prestigious Brookings Institution in 
Washington. He has a reputation as a 
tireless worker and hard-headed ad­ 
ministrator. 
The 49-year-old Brzezinski, a native of 
Poland and considered an expert on the 


Soviet Union, was one of Carter’s major 
campaign advisers on foreign policy. All 
three nominations must be approved by 
the Senate. 


Young is a also close friend of 
Carter’s. 
The two-term Democratic congres­ 
sman from Atlanta was an executive 


director of the Southern Christian 
Leadeship Conference in the early 1960s 
and helped the draft 1964 Civil Rights act 
and the 1965 Voting Rights Act. 


Young recently said on returning from 
an African trip that black African na­ 
tions were extremely pleased at Carter’s 
victory in the presidential election. 


He earlier resisted taking a position in 
the Carter administration, telling 
reporters on several occasions he felt it 
would be better to serve in Congress. 


The U N post carries Cabinet rank. 
Carter has already named his 
secretaries of state, treasury and tran­ 
sportation.

Norman Si Is bee, who operates ham 
radio station W60UV from his home at 
1230 W. Nectarine, said he and his 
Washington friend, Chuck Odlin were ex­ 
changing pleasantries Monday morning 
when they heard a distress call from the 
sailboat aground on a reef, 4,000 miles 
away from the California-Washington 
coastline.

Navy authories dispatched a helicopter 
to the Good Friend and the rescue was 
completed. 
The two ham radio operators said 
radio transmissions from the Good 
Friend indicated the sailboat was en 
route from Guam to San Diego when the 
sailors decided to land at Midway. They 
said the sailboat was reported 75 miles 
off course when it struck the reef. 


Saudi Arabia's

DOHA, Qatar (UPI) - Faced with a 
majority demand for a 15 per cent in­ 
crease in oil prices, Saudi Arabia’s 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani walked out 
of the 13-nation Ml ministers meeting to­ 
day and flew home to consult on his call 
for a six-month price freeze. 
Yamani's walkout came after other 
ministers assailed his demand for a 
price freeze. There was some doubt 
whether he would return. Iranian Oil 
Minister Jamshid Amouzegar refused to 
predict exactly where the price would 
go, saying, “We have to talk to Saudi 
AraMan Sheik Yamani when he comes 
back.”

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Gary 
Gilmore was found unconscious in his 
Utah State Prison Cell again today, one 
day after a judge delayed his execution 
until Jan. 17, and rushed to University of 
Utah Hospital. 
Deputy Warden Owen Hatch said the 
36-year-old condemned man “attempted 
suicide.” He was found unconscious in 
his cell about 9.20 a.m. and was admitted 
to the hospital in Salt Lake City about an 
hour later. 
A hospital spokesman said Gilmore ap­ 
peared to be suffering from an overdose 
of drugs and was in critical condition. 
It was the admitted killer’s second 
suicide attempt — coming exactly one 
month after he and his fiancee, Nicole 
Barrett, joined in an unsuccessful 
suicide pact by swallowing overdoses of 
sleeping pills. 
Gilmore was moved from the prison 
infirmary back to a cell in the maximum 
security section Wednesday after Fourth 
District Judge J. Robert Bullock 
rejected his demands for immediate ex­ 
ecution and ordered him to go before a 
firing squad next month. 
Hatch said Gilmore’s isolation cell 
was checked every half hour by guards 
They found him unconscious on a check 
at 9:20 a.m. 
Gilmore started serving 15 days in 
isolation Wednesday as punishment for

Utah law requires a death sentence be 
carried out 30 to 60 days after imposi­ 
tion. Ron Stanger, one of Gilmore’s at­ 
torneys, argued that the waiting period 
was to allow a condemned man to get his 
affairs in order, and Gilmore had 
already done that. 
“I waive the 30 days,” Gilmore told 
Bullock. “My desire is to be executed 


Monday.” 
But Bullock, after a moment s 
thought, said, “The most reasonaMe 
alternative I have is to set the date more 
than 30 days from now. Therefore, 1 
sentence you to be executed Jan. 17,1977, 
at sunrise.” 
“You don’t have the guts to carry out 
the law,” snapped back Gilmore. “You 
are a moral coward. I am going to seek 
my immediate release.” 
The killer then instructed his attorneys 
to pursue a petition seeking to have the 
death sentence set aside because it 
wasn’t carried out within 60 days of its 
original imposition. 
Bullock denied the petition an hour 
later on grounds it was legally impossi­ 
ble for the state to kill Gilmore within 
the 60 days because the U.S. Supreme 
Court had stayed the execution.

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Public works director 
leaves sizeable legacy

W hen he re tire s th is 
Christmas eve after 30 years of 
service with the county of Santa 
Barbara, Public Works Direc­ 
tor Norman H. Caldwell w ill 
leave behind a very si »able 
and permanent legacy, having 
overseen the construction of 
nearly every county building 
standing today. 
And appropriately enough, 
Caldwell may likely end his 27- 
year career as bead of the 
Public Works Department by 
ushering in one or more of 
seven building projects the 
county is applying for under 
federal public works monies. 
The county should receive 
notice which, if any, of its 
proposals w ill be funded shortly 
before Caldwell leaves. The 80- 
year-old director says he’s 
hopeful, but not particularly op­ 
tim istic, that Santa Barbara 
County w ill get approval for at 
least two of its applications 
Sitting behind the desk in his 
modest office, Caldwell confes­ 
ses he’d just as soon avoid 
federal funds altogether. 
“ Every dollar we get from the 
federal government,” he says, 
“ comes with strings attached. 
With all of these grants, we 
have to play the game because 
if we don’t, the money goes to 
someone else.” The graying 
director believes it is much 
more efficient “ if the money is 
derived locally, is spent locally 
and has local controls over its 
use.” 
His views come from long in­ 
volvement in obtaining funding 
for the variety of functions per­ 
formed under the umbrella of 
the Public Works Department. 
From its modest beginnings as 
a joint office combined with the 
Plan n in g 
D epartm ent, 
Caldw ell’s department has 
mushroomed from a staff of 11 
in the late 1940s to its present 
178 employes. 
Todayhhe departm ent 
operates with a budget averag­ 
ing $6 million a year and spread 
among its eight divisions. The 
Public Works Department has 
branched out considerably from 
its original functions of building 
maintenance and construction 
and now includes divisions of 
engineering, building and 
safety inspection, surveying 
and solid waste disposal. 
Caldwell attributes its expan­ 
sion to its being a “ catch-all” 
for various departments which 
became either too small or too 
inefficient to continue on their 
own. “ W e ’ve in h erited 
e everything that somebody else 
felt needed managing,” he 
notes. 


At the present time, the 
department has a dozen 
projects under way, from con­ 
struction of the Santa Maria 
juvenile hall to remodeling of 
the General Hospital medical 
building, as well as less major 
undertakings such as paint jobs, 
roof repairs and heating system 
renovations. 
Caldwell took over the 
departm ent in 1949 and 
remembers the post-World War 
n period as a time “ when there 
was little capital for any 
projects.” One of the first 
major undertakings was 
painting the old Courthouse, 
which hadn’t received a new 
coat of paint since the original 
in 1929. 
In setting up his office, the 
U niversity of California 
Berkeley graduate focused on 
General Hospital as one of his 
first priorities. His sm all 
department tackled restoration 
of the water lines and sewer 
system which Caldwell recalls 
as being “ pretty prim itive.” 
The hospital, along with the 
Old Courthouse and the Santa 
M aria Hospital, are the only 
buildings which were not con­ 
structed during Caldw ell’s 
tenure. Under his direction, the 
county has spent a total of $19 
m illion on facilities, including 
the Engineering Building which 
contains Caldwell’s own office. 
One of Caldwell’s greatest 
contributions has been the in­ 
strumental role he has played 
in development of the county’s 
water program. Appointed by 
governor Ronald Reagan to the 
Central Coast Regional Water 
Quality Control Board in 1969. 
Caldwell has long been a part of 
studies into alternatives to the 
county's Cachuma Lake water 
supply. 
During his three decades with 
the county, Caldwell has seen it 
more than quadruple in popula­ 
tion and recalls Goleta’s transi­ 
tion “ from lemon orchards to 
suburbs.” Yet he feels Santa 
Barbara has handled its growth 
well. “ We’ve done a better job 
here than in most areas of the 
state,” he says, “ especially in 
areas such as open space 
requirements.” 
Looking back, Caldwell says 
it is difficult to compare his 
department today with what it 
was 30 years ago, although he 
states firm ly that “ things are 
much harder to accomplish to­ 
day. The red tape snarl is much 
greater than necessary. 
Legislators pass laws which we 
then live with forever, creating 
laws on top of laws,” he la­ 
ments Although Caldwell says 
he has no quarrel with the need 


to protect the public, he simply 
feels the present state is too 
much of a good thing. 
Another change the director 
has observed is a diminished 
level of personal dedication to 
the job. “ There’s no question 
that the personal touch has 
largely been lost,” he notes, ad­ 
ding that county government is 
simply picking up a nationwide 
trend toward indifference to 
one’s job. Caldwell cites a shift 
in employe-management rela­ 
tions as the cause. 
“ Before, the department 
head was a benevolent tryant 
who fended for and watched out 
for his employes. Today we’re 
put in more of an adversary 
realtionship with our employes 
because of union-management 
divisions,” he declares. 
Despite that, Caldwell is 
satisfied with the development 
of his department since the 
time he assumed his position as 
director at 33. He says he has 
continued to “ find a challenge 
in my work” and is especially 
proud of the “ good working 
rela tio n sh ip w hich has 
developed between the Board of 
Su p e rviso rs 
ang 
the 
department’s professional staf- 
f.” 
As to his greatest achieve­ 
ment, the department head 
does not cite a specific building 
or project. “ 1 would say that it 
has been getting professional 
management and standards in 
public works, which is 
something I ’ve seen totally 
change since I ’ve been here,” 
he says.

Planners reject 
valley lot split 


Lack of water prompted the 
County Planning Commission to 
turn down an application for a 
lot split Wednesday. 
Applicants Robert Stano and 
Paul Sevoian sought to divide a 
38-acre plot located on the 
eastern side of LaSalle Canyon 
Rd., one mile south of State 
Highway 246, into 18 and 20 acre 
plots 
However, the planners noted 
that there would be no water 
yet available on the second plot 
and that surrounding parcels 
were significantly larger and 
denied the request, despite as­ 
surances from Sevoian that all 
conditions would be met. 


A com plicated, m u lti­ 
optioned plan to control oil 
emissions from the proposed 
expansion of the ARCO facility 
at Ellwood was released yester­ 
day, allowing county planners 
and oil representatives a week 
of calm perusal before the 
storm. 
It is the intention of the three- 
phase ordinance to “ encourage 
the use of a pipeline” within 
five years, according to the 
planning staff's draft. 
The tough ordinance proposal 
is in the form of various phases 
and options which are intended 
to keep a lid on emissions while 
the oil facility expands. It w ill 
be up for discussion Wednes­ 
day, Dec. 22 at the county Ad­ 
ministration Bldg. 
Phase I of the ordinance 
would put a ceiling of up to 6,500 
barrels of petroleum oil per day 
(BPOD) from the proposed 17 
new wells from Platform Holly 
off Coal Oil Point at the ARCO 
site. There are 27 basic condi­ 
tions concerning noise, odor, 
air quality, lighting and oil spill 
contingencies. 
One of the toughest conditions 
proposed is that “ no odor or 
heat resulting...shall be detec­ 
table at any point along and out­ 
side the exterior boundary of 
the property.” This speaks to 
complaints received over the 
years from Ellwood residents 
about the “ rotten eggs” smell 
emanating from that facility. 
Heavy monitoring is also 


suggested in the ordinance, 
from checking native vegeta­ 
tion damage within a mile, to 
strict air pollution control, 
limiting tanker, storage and 
transportation emissions. In 
fact, ARCO will be required un­ 
der the proposal to establish a 
continuous air monitoring sta­ 
tion in the Devereaux Point 
area. 
Built into the ordinance is the 
concept of responsibility for ac­ 
cidents or violations. The plant 
could be shut down or produc­ 
tion limited if conditions are 
not met and corrected. 
No comment from ARCO 
representatives was available 
yesterday, as they also just 
received their copies of the 
proposal. 
The second phase of the ex­ 
panding conditions is given 18 
months to be put into effect, 
otherwise production would be 
limited to 4,000 BPOD tanker 
loadings will be kept to one per 
month. 
Phase 11 changes the rules a 
bit in that production will not be 
limited by barrels of petroleum 
oil per day, but by air quality 
emission levels. 
The planners suggest in 
Phase II that tanker loading 
emissions not exceed an 
average of 202 pounds per day, 
averaged monthly, based on an 
emissions factor of 1.2 pounds 
of emissions per 1,000 gallons 
loaded. Current emissions are 
617 pounds per day. 


If emission standards are ex­ 
ceeded in any one month, 
production would be reduced to 
Phase I levels. 
Phase I II would be the 
pipeline the county is encourag­ 
ing, and would lim it production 
to 20,000 BPOD. 
Another target of the 
proposed conditions is the ex­ 
isting Aminoil storage facility 
adjacent to the ARCO plant.

Syria denies bomb charges 


United Press International 
Syria today denied charges by 
Iraq that it masterminded the 
time bomb blast which ripped 
through Baghdad airport leav­ 
ing at least three dead and 
many more injured. 
"These accusations by the 
feudal Iraqi regime are nothing 
but pure fabrications,” a Syrian 
government spokesman said. 
Baghdad authorities accused 
“ the responsible officials at 
Damascus airport” of loading a 
suitcase packed with 18 pounds 
of explosives on board an Egyp­ 
tian jetliner that stopped in 
Dam ascus on the way to 
Baghdad. The explosive tore 
through Baghdad airport’s 
crowded customs term inal 
Tuesday evening. 
Casualty estimates for the ex­ 
plosion, which sent jagged 


shrapnel and shattered glass 
ripping through the terminal 
crowded with tourists and 
Moslem pilgrim s returning 
from Mecca, ranged from the 
official figure of three killed to 
eyewitness estimates of up to 14 
dead and “ between 900 and 400 
injured.” 


“ The Iraqi crim inal authori­ 
ties have fabricated this charge 
only to cover th e ir own 
crimes.” the Syrian spokesman 
said. 


Syria and Iraq, feuding bitter­ 
ly for six years, are ruled by 
rival factions of the Baath 
Socialist party. The Syrian 
party is moderate and nonalig­ 
ned, while the Iraqis are radical 
and lean toward Marxism. 
Friction between the two 
countries intensified last sum- 


m er when S yria invaded 
Lebanon and Iraq sent some 
6,000 troops to aid anti-Syrian 
leftists and Palestinians. 
Sayed Mortexa-Mosavi, one 
of 80 Iranian Moslem pilgrims 
caught inside the term inal 
when the suitcase exploded, 
told reporters in Tehran he 
counted at least 14 dead and 
saw about S6 others being 
treated for injuries. 


The Iraqi news agency iden­ 
tified the dead as an Iraqi, a 
Saudi Arabian and a Palestinian 
and said W est G erm an, 
Japanese and Greek citizens 
were among the wounded. 


“ As we boarded our flight to 
London we saw that the front of 
the terminal had been torn off,” 
B ritish businessm an Ken 
Carless said on his return to

TULSA, Okla. (U P I) — The 
defendant smiled and grabbed 
the extended hand of the special 
prosecutor. 
“ It was good to beat you,” 
Norman Cross said, slapping 
W illiam Hawes on the shoulder. 
Hawes looked down at his 
cowboy boots and smiled. 


U.S. D istrict Court Judge 
Allen E. Barrow Wednesday 
directed a judgment of acquit­ 
tal in the Home-Stake Produc­ 
tion Co. case in favor of Cross 
— the only defendant to face 
trial in Tulsa in the case. 


The decision followed almost 
three months of complicated 
testimony in which the govern­ 
ment tried to prove Cross, an 
independent auditor, had con­ 
spired with former officials and 
associates of Home-Stake to 
bilk investors out of more than 
$40 million. 


Most of the victim s of the 
alleged consp iracy w ere 
wealthy persons looking for tax 
shelters. Many entertainers 
were among them, including 
such stars as Jack Benny, Liza 
Minelli, Walter Matthau and 
Amtrak jumps track; 
about 30 injured 


OMAHA. Neb. (U P I) - Five 
or six cars of an Amtrak train 
from California derailed early 
today two miles southwest of 
Omaha, injuring about 30 peo­ 
ple. 
One person was reported in 
serious condition and two 
others in fair condition at 
Bergan M ercy Hospital in 
Omaha. Nine persons taken to 
the hospital were in good condi­ 
tion. 
A spokesman for Midlands 
Com m unity H ospital near 
Papillion. Neb., said 26 persons 
were treated for cuts and 
bruises, but none was hos­ 
pitalized. 
The train was traveling from 
Oakland. C alif., to Chicago 
carrying about 200 passengers, 
many of whom were asleep at 
the time the train jumped the 
tracks. 
Sarpy County Sheriff Pat 
Thomas said the last five or six 


cars of the 11-car train went off 
the track. 
"Three or four of the cars are 
on their sides and two or three 
are off the track,” Thomas 
said. He said the engine and 
several other cars remained on 
the track. 
Thomas said a passenger told 
him one of the cars went off the 
track and the rest of the cars 
followed. 
Ambulances from Omaha, 
Ralston and other nearby com­ 
munities took the injured to 
area hospials. The other pass­ 
engers were taken by bus to the 
Sarpy County Courthouse. 
An Amtrak spokesman in 
Washington said the train was 
eastbound from Oakland, Calif., 
to Chicago and was carrying an 
estimated 200 passengers. 
The cause of the derailment 
was not immedaitely known, 
and investigators were at the 
scene. 


Barbra Streisand. 
Barrow had refused several 
times before to dismiss the 
charges or to direct an acquit­ 
tal in the trial, which began 
Sept. 20. Defense attorney B. 
Hayden Crawford decided to 
try once more before the case 
went to the jury. 
“ There has been no evidence 
of fraud ... not even any 
evidence of reckless disregard 
on the part of Mr. Cross,” he 
said. 
The judge agreed. 
“ Evidence to be substantial 
must do more than m erely 
raise a suspicion of existence of 
facts sought to be proved ; there 
must be more established than 
mere suspicion of g u ilt,” 
Barrow said. 
The judge said said it was his 
duty to keep the case from go­ 
ing to the jurors. 
“ The court cannot in good 
conscience, under the law, 
delegate its responsibility by 
following the path of least 
resistance by submitting the 
case to the jury,” Barrow said. 
“ The court does not doubt that 
the ju ry would be equally 
motivated by the evidence to 
absolve the defendant of blame 
and find him not guilty of the 10 
counts in the indictment.” 
For Norman Cross it was the 
end of four years of investiga­ 
tion, accusation and prosecu­ 
tion He said it was a relief. 
“ This has been tough on my 
fam ily, tough on me and tough 
on my business,” he said. 
He said his first task w ill be 
to rebuild his accounting 
business.

Black caucus leader 
asks military probe 


CAMP PENDLETO N, Calif. 
(U P I) - The leader of the con­ 
gressional black caucus has 
called for a Congressional in­ 
vestigation of race relations 
throughout the m ilitary after 
touring this M arine base 
troubled by violence blamed on 
black Marines’ fear of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 
But, Rep. Yvonne Brathwaite 
Burke. D-Calif., said Wednes­ 
day, she opposes a call by other 
black leaders to forbid m ilitary 
personnel to belong to the Klan. 
Mrs. Burke, chairman of the 
congressional black caucus, 
met with Maj. Gen. Carl Hof­ 
fm an. com m ander of this 
27,000-Marine base between Los 
Angeles and San Diego. 
She said the general was "in ­ 
sulated from what happened 
by subordinates “ who did not 
tell him” about the growth of 
the Klan among white Marines 
on the post. 
Fourteen blacks face possible 
courts m artial for an attack by 
blacks on white troops last 
month The blacks, reportedly 
intending to invade a KKK 
meeting place after a mess hall 
fight between a black and a 
Klansman, burst into a bar­ 
racks beer party, clubbing ami 
stabbing six whites. 
They got the wrong room, 
however. Previously, the Ma­ 
rine Corps insisted no Klans- 
men w ere in vo lved , hut 
preliminary hearings revealed 
this week that a klansman was 


in 
the face in the 
punched 
melee. 
Mrs. Burke said two blacks 
involved told her that KKK 
members carried knives and 
she pointed out Marine inves­ 
tigators found a revolver in the 
Klan meeting room. 
“ Now that to me is a threat of 
violence” against the blacks, 
she said, indicating Congress 
should investigate race rela­ 
tions and Klan recruitment at 
all m ilitary bases. 
“ What has to be investigated 
is whether or not this is going to 
be a pattern. There should be a 
full scale investigation.” 
But she opposes a demand by 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson, a black 
activist, that m ilitary person­ 
nel be forbidden to belong to the 
Klan 
“ It would be very dangerous 
to say you can belong to this 
organization and you can't 
belong to that one,” she said. “ I 
feel very strongly that you have 
a right to organize and belong to 
organizations.” 
The Klan should be tolerated 
if it can effectively guarantee 
that it does not “ threaten 
anyone's existence and their 
safety” nor “ advocate things 
that are inconsistent with 
defense policy and the opera­ 
tion of m ilitary installations,” 
she said. 
If the Klan operated openly, 
most people would agree the 
members are “ quacks,” she 
said. 


M IAM I (U P I) - A cargo jet 
fe rryin g 37 cows to the 
Dominican Republic ran off 
Miami International Airport’s 
longest runway into a canal to­ 
day, trapping a crewman in the 
cockpit for six hours. 
Firemen and rescue workers 
carefully cut away wreckage of 
the Convair 860 to reach the 
trapped man, fearing the car­ 
casses of dead cattle might top­ 
ple a straining bulkhead of the 
plane onto him. 
Flight Engineer Stanley Gro­ 
gan. 60. Miami, was rescued 
from the collapsed cockpit six 
hours after the crash. He was 
rushed to Jackson Memorial 
Hospital, where he was listed in 
serious condition. 
A fire department paramedic 
crawled inside the collapsed 
cockpit to treat Grogan as 
rescue workers labored to free 
him. The wreckage pinned his 
knees against his seat and the 
strained bulkhead pressed his 
body forward.

The death of Arthur Methe 
Sr. was the latest development 
in the discovery of some 10 tons 
of weapons, from machine guns 
to missiles, found in Southern 
California in less than two 
weeks, which authorities said 
were apparently hidden by a 
racist param ilitary group. 
Methe, stepfather of the chief 
suspect in the case and father of 
another suspect, was arrested 
at his home here by San Bernar­ 
dino County sheriff’s deputies 
along with his wife, Edna, 64. 
On arrival at the parking lot 
at police headquarters, Methe 
collapsed and died. 
Also arrested, by Los Angeles 
county deputies, was his son, 
Arthur Methe Jr ., 20. half 
brother of Donald Wiggins, 41. 
Wiggins has been charged in 
both Los Angeles and San Ber­ 
nardino counties with posses­ 
sion of illegal weapons and ex­ 
plosives. 
The Methe fam ily shared the 
home with Wiggins where 
deputies discovered tons of 
buried weapons, but authorities 
did not elaborate on the charges 
against the Methes, who were 
accused of possession of 
machine guns, other illegal 
weapons, explosives and stolen 
property. 
Wiggins was charged in Los 
Angeles county in connection 
with the seizure of five tons of 
weapons, explosives and m ili­ 
tary supplies in four skillfully 
constructed, concrete bunkers 
buried in the Mojave desert 
near Lancaster.

San Bernardino 
authorities said Glendale gun 
dealer Michael Stringer, sought 
in connection with yet another 
arsenal, had agreed through an 
attorney to surrender Friday to 
Los Angeles County deputies at 
the Victorville sheriff’s station.

Largest 
corporate 
merger 


NEW YORK (U P I) — The 
largest corporate merger in the 
nation’s history was over­ 
whelmingly approved Wednes­ 
day by shareholders of General 
Electric Co. and Utah Interna­ 
tional Inc. 
The merger thrust G E, which 
has been prim arily a manufac­ 
turer of electrical equipment, 
into the natural resources field 
and dram atically increases its 
standing as an international 
corporation. 
“ Companies that lim it their 
horizons to one country are 
restricted in their strategic 
potential,” G E Chairman Regi­ 
nald H Jones told a New York 
news conference after the 
voting. 
The corporate marriage was 
approved by 98 per cent of G E’s 
shareholders voting at Strat­ 
ford. Conn., and more than 99 
per cent of Utah’s sharehold­ 
ers voting in San Francisco. 
Jones said Utah’s minerals 
and mining business “ is an area 
of enormous potential for 
future earnings growth because 
the world is industrializing and 
demand for fuel and raw 
materials is increasing very 
rapidly." 
The merger greatly expands 
G E’s business as a provider of 
materials and services. 
Quake predictions can 
cause economic chaos 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Predictions of major earth­ 
quakes months or years in ad­ 
vance can cause economic 
chaos in communities where 
the temblors are expected, ac­ 
cording to a scientific study 
conducted in California. 
Results of the 18-month study 
carried out by a team of 
University of Colorado physical 
and social scientists were 
released Wednesday. TTie re­ 
searchers sought to determine 
the socio-economic impact of 
quake predictions on govern­ 
m ent, business and com ­ 
munities. 
Under the $500,000 study 
financed by the N ational 
Science Foundation, more than 
1,000 California government of­ 
fic ia ls , businessm en and 
families were surveyed on how 
such a prediction would affect 
their activities. 
J. Eugene Haas, a sociology 
professor at the university, told 
a news conference the emer­ 
gence of credible quake predic­ 
tions could result in a drastic 
reduction in deaths, injuries 
and property damage due to 
strong temblors. 
But he said they could also 
“ exact a high price in economic 
dislocation and social disrup­ 
tion.” However, Haas said 
government and business lead­ 
ers could take steps to “ soft the 
negative economic impacts” of 
the predictions. 
The study said a prediction of 
a major earthquake at least a 


year in the future would likely 
cause at least 50 per cent of 
the population of a quake- 
predicted community to move 
away by the time the expected 
date of the temblor arrives. 


It also said the communities 
where a quake is expected 
could experience declines in 
property values and property 
tax revenues, construction, 
business activity, jobs, public 
services and availability of in­ 
surance. 
But the report said, “ These 
adverse impacts can be re­ 
duced if governm ent and 
business leaders develop new 
policies in response to the 
serious social and economic is­ 
sues raised by the prospect of 
successful earthquake predic­ 
tion.” 


Haas said one possible step to 
be taken is providing some type 
of quake insurance which would 
prevent businesses from clos­ 
ing and residents from leaving. 


Another step, he said, could 
be development of maps to 
show areas where quake 
damage is likely to occur. He 


said this would prevent resi­ 
dents in expected non-damage 
localities of a quake-predicted 
area from needlessly moving 
away. 
"In the saving of life and the 
reduction of injuries,” he said, 
“ it should not be necessary to 
have a community go on its 
economic knees at the same 
time.” 
Haas said results of the study 
w ill be submitted to state and 
local government leaders in 
California.

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Brown refuses stand on terminal 
THE RETTER HALF

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Wednesday refused to take a 
stand on the proposed Long 
Beach terminal to handle 
Alaskan oil but said he will act 
as a “midwife” in helping state 
government reach a decision on 
the controversial project. 
Brown said he may never 
declare publicly whether he 
supported Standard Oil Co. of 
Ohio’s project which is opposed 
by his environmental adviser, 
Tom Quinn. 
The governor made the 
remarks to reporters after 
meeting privately for two hours 
with Sohio Chairman Charles 
Spahr. 
Brown said he would act as a 
“catalyst” to see that state 
agencies “bite the bullet” and 


make swift decisions on the 
project. 
Brown characterised his role 
by saying, “I’m like a midwife. 
1 help things to be born but I 
don’t actually ...” He broke off 
his statement amid laughter by 
aides and reporters. 
The proposed terminal would 
receive surplus Alaskan oil 
which could not be handled by 
California refineries. The oil — 
up to 500,000 barrels a day by 
1978 _ would be stored tem­ 
porarily and then shipped to 
Texas through a converted 
natural gas pipeline. 
Spahr, saying the governor 
“has been quite gracious to 
me,” denied published reports 
of a speech he made in 
Washington in which he was 
quoted as saying the federal 


government should overrule 
California, if necessary, to ap­ 
prove his company’s project. 
After learning of Spahr’s 
reported com m ents, Tom 
Quinn, the governor’s environ­ 
mental adviser, accused Spahr 
of “demagoguery” and repeat­ 
ed his belief that the project 
would “undo years of effort to 
clean up the air in the Los 
Angeles Basin.” 
Spahr insisted he was misq­ 
uoted and said he had not con­ 
sidered the idea of seeking 
federal intervention. He also 
said, “Our intention is to build a 
project that will not add one bit 
to the air quality problems of 
the Long Beach area.” 
Asked if California had been 
fair in dealing with the 
proposal, Spahr hesitated and 


Weather's 'hot' in Washington 


United Presa International 
Western Washington state 
didn’t have much of a summer. 
But it’s making up for it now. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice recorded a high of 61 
degrees at the Seattle-Tacoma 
Airport Wednesday, making it 
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the hottest Dec. 15 on record. 
The reading in downtown 
Seattle was 58, also a record. 
After its second wettest sum­ 
mer on record, Seattle is having 
an unusually dry December, 
with only .37 of an inch of rain 
so far compared with 4.37 in­ 
ches during the same period a 
year ago. 
Only a few scattered showers 
dampened portions of north­ 
western Washington state early 
today and stretched into the 
Rockies and the northern 
Plains. 
But there was no dearth of 
rain in the southland. 
New Orleans measured al­ 
most three inches of rain over 
24 hours Wednesday and more 
rains came down from the 
Louisiana Delta into the south­ 
ern Appalachians. 
Rains continued in much of 
the southeast Wednesday but 


diminished over most areas 
early today. 
Light rains lingered from 
North C arolina and the 
southeast down to northern 
Florida. Cape Hatteras, N.C., 
got nearly an inch of rain in a 
six-hour period ending early to­ 
day. 
Fog shrouded portions of 
Alabama, Mississippi, Tennes­ 
see and lower Michigan early 
today.

Spahr 
has said he would like Califor­ 
nia to make its decision by 
March 30. 
“I don”t want to preempt 
these independent boards and 
com m issions” which have 
jurisdiction over proposed 
projects, Brown said. 
“If the legislature would like 
to vest total responsibility in 
me I’m not saying I would veto 
the bill. And then you can come 
to me and I can say ‘yes or no’ 
on everything. I don’t think the 
people want that. I don’t want 
it.”

Commission 
holds final 
meeting 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Mayor Tom Bradley, seeking 
re-election to a second term 
next March, says he has turned 
down a personal offer by Jim­ 
my Carter to fly to Plains, Ga., 
and interview for a post in the 
Cabinet. 
“It was not an easy decision 
to make,” Bradley told report­ 
ers Wednesday. 
“I was flattered by the offer 
to discuss the matter, but I told 
the president-elect that I had 
made a commitment to my sup­ 
porters in Los Angeles and 
would regretfully have to 
decline the invitation.” 
Bradley, a black Democrat 
and past president of the 
National League of Cities, said 
Carter did not name a specific 
post and did not specifically ask 
him to accept an appointment 


during a telephone conversation 
earlier in the day. 
He said he hoped to be in a 
position to advise Carter infor­ 
mally during the next few years 
and said he was not foreclosing 
“something that might happen 
three, four, five or six years 
hence.” 
Bradley and several other 
mayors met with Carter in 
Atlanta Tuesday to discuss 
relations between the White 
House and the nation’s city 
halls. He said the mayors were 
“almost ecstatic” at Carter’s 
vision of a working partnership 
between the two levels of 
government. 


“We have been trying for 
years to get that kind of 
response from a President, ”he 
explained. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Of­ 
ficials of the Golden Gate 
Bridge District and other utility 
and government agencies plan 
to seek legislation exempting 
rate, tax and fare hikes from 
state environmental impact 
reporting requirements. 
At an informal m eeting 
called by bridge district of­ 
ficials, representatives of the 
agencies Wednesday said they 
would propose legislation to 
modify the California En­ 
vironmental Quality Act which 
now defines fare hikes as 
“projects” and therefore sub­ 
ject to environmental review. 
Among those attending the 
meeting were representatives 
of the East Bay Municipal 
Utilities District, League of 
California Cities and the County 
Supervisors Association of Cali­ 
fornia. 
David Miller, an attorney for 
the nine-county bridge district, 
said the plan was prompted by a 
court decision that a proposed 
bus fare hike could not be im­ 
plemented until the possible ef­ 
fects on the environment are in­ 
vestigated. 
"We would have a real 


problem of finding some sort of 
document that would satisfy the 
requirements,” he said. 
Miller also said the appeals 
court decision could affect 
cities and counties since the 
judges left open the question of 
whether writing budgets or set­ 
ting tax rates would come un­ 
der the definition of projects. 
“There’s no specific language 
on it, but I can’t see where to 
draw the line between pro­ 
jects,” he said. 
U nder an a m en d m en t 
proposed by Miller the term 
project in the environmental 
law would not include “the es­ 
tablishment, modification or 
approval of rates, tolls, fares, 
taxes or similar charges by 
public agencies or by public or 
municipal utilities, or to the 
procedures incident to such ac­ 
tions.” 
League of California Cities 
lobbyist David Beaty, however, 
said if taxes were mentioned in 
the bill, and the measure was 
defeated, the courts might look 
on it is an indication that set­ 
ting tax rates are already in­ 
cluded under CEQA.

SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO 
(UPI) — The California Coastal 
Commission held its last 
meeting Wednesday, ending a 
three-year era that saw the 
processing of 16,000 projects 
along the state’s 1,072 miles of 
shoreline. 
Created by the passage of 
Prop. 20 in 1972, the 12-man 
commission has acted in a 
watchdog capacity that author­ 
ized an estimated 98-5 billion in 
construction along the coast. 
It formally goes out of ex­ 
istence at the end of the year 
and will be replaced in January 
by a similar but permanent 
commission under the auspices 
of the 1976 California Coastal 
Act. 
“The people got their money 
out of Prop. 20,” said Melvin B. 
Lane, commission chairman. 
“This was billed as a wake. It 
isn’t. It’s a celebration.” 
Commissioner Richard Wil­ 
son, a Mendocino County 
rancher, echoed the feeling. 


“Once in a while you get the 
stars in line and the democratic 
process really works,” he said. 


The commission was at the 
center of such battles as the San 
Onofre nuclear power plant 
project, oil drilling in the Santa 
Barbara Channel, condominium 
developments in the Loo An­ 
geles area and construction at 
Sea Ranch in Sonoma County.

for bridges

He was also married to Mary

Park, Mich., and had two 
children by that marriage, 
Smith said. The Michigan 
woman told authorities she 
never divorced Sharp.

Park said Mary Louise Sharp 
was “stunned” when informed 
of the man’s death. 
A Montreal woman who iden­ 
tified herself as Wendy Sharp 
Tuesday 
notified Sharp’s 
employer, Docutel Corp. in 
Toledo, where Sharp was a 
computer analyst, and claimed 
to be Sharp's wife.

from San Francisco argued that 
the interests of equity could 
make a state tax increase in­ 
evitable. 
» “We have got to measure 
what is more fair,” he said. 
“Increasing the higher steps of 
the personal income tax — is 
that fair, in order to reduce the 
burden on homeowners?” 


McCarthy also explained, “I 
am not proposing any tax in­ 
crease for program expansion. 
If a tax increase is necessary, 
and we can’t know that yet, the 
tax increase would be used for 
homeowner-renter tax relief.” 


In another words, his idea 
would be a tax shift. 


The governor declared, “That 
idea doesn't make much sense 
to me ... Increasing the income 
tax is paid for by the people who 
pay the property tax.” 
Brown's finance advisers 
have proposed a $200 million 
property tax relief program to 
be directed at the neediest 
homeowners. It would be 
financed from the state budget 
surplus, not a tax increase. In 
the long run, the proposal envi­ 
sions some type of limits on 
spending by state and local 
agencies. 


Based on his proposal for 
spending restrictions, Brown 
suggested. “This (property tax 
relief) doesn’t have to be done 
all in one year. It may be possi­ 
ble that in a reasonable period 
of time substantially more 
relief will be available.” 


Both Brown and McCarthy 
have put a high priority on 
homeowner relief and have 
agreed on some of the details.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Agi­ 
tation for additional informa­ 
tion on Americans still missing 
in Indochina seemed certain to­ 
day despite findings of a special 
House committee that the men 
probably are dead. 
After a 15-month investiga­ 
tion here and across Indochina, 
the select House committee 
concluded Wednesday “ no 
Americans are still being held 
as prisoners as a result of the 
war in Indochina.” 
The com m ittee recom ­ 
mended the Defense Depart­ 
ment review the status of 728 
American MI As, reclassifying 
them to killed-in-action. This 
would result in a significant 
reduction of benefits to their 
wives and dependents. 
Carol Bates of the National 
League of Families of Ameri­ 
can Prisoners and Missing in 
Southeast Asia promptly called 
the report “inept” and “incom­ 
petent.” and said it was insen­ 
sitive to release the report just 
before Christmas 
Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., 
promised to introduce a “sense 
of Congress” resolution on the 
first day of the 95th Congress to 
establish a presidential task 
force on MIAs when any 
blanket pardon is issued for 
Vietnam draft evaders — as 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
has promised.

Public assistance 
increased in Oct. 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
number of Californians receiv­ 
ing public assistance increased 
by about 9.600 in October to 
total 2 6 million, state welfare 
officials said Wednesday. 
Figures released by the 
Department of Benefit Pay­ 
ments showed the number of 
persons receiving Aid to Fami­ 
lies with Dependent Children, 
the state's largest assistance 
program, increased by 8,230 in 
October for a total of 1,446,373. 
The General Home Relief 
program totaled 48,183 persons, 
an increase of 855. 
Receiving food stamp assist­ 
ance alone were 431,407 per­ 
sons. a boost of 535 from the 
previous month. 
The department said the 
number of blind, disabled and 
elderly persons receiving aid 
could not be computed for the 
fifth 
con secu tive month 
because of inadequate informa­ 
tion from the federal Social 
Security Administration. 
The latest figures available 
showed 667,906 persons were 
enrolled in that program 


the United Nations until it fur­ 
nishes a full accounting of 
Americans still missing. 
But committee Chairman 
G.V. (Sonny) Montgomery, D- 
Miss , said: “The sad conclu­ 
sion is that there is no evidence 
to indicate any of these missing 
Americans is still alive.” 
The Pentagon lists about 728 
Americans as missing in action, 
and 33 as prisoners of war. 
A MIA’s wife receives her 
husband's full pay and benefits, 
including health care and use of 
special Vietnam savings ac­ 
counts. which carry 10 per cent 
interest. 
Between 1966 and 1974, the 
U S. government paid out $170 
million to MIA wives. During 
the same period, it disbursed 
$72 million to widows, accord­ 
ing to the 267-page report. 
During the current fiscal 
year, Defense sources said the 
military services have paid out 
about $20 million to MIA wives. 
The sources said the Pentagon 
would like to resolve the MIA 
question, which has now 
dragged on longer than after 
any other war. 
The committee report said 
one American may still be alive 
and incarcerated in Saigon. 
He was identified as Tucker 
Gugglemann, a former CIA 
employe who retired in 1972 and 
returned to Vietnam shortly 
before Saigon fell in 1975 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
press contingent that followed 
his every move during the cam­ 
paign is gone, and when 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
is around, Walter Mondale 
stands on the sidelines — barely 
n o ticed 
and 
seld o m 
photographed. 
But even though the Vice 
President-elect is out of the 
limelight, he’s definitely in on 
the action as Carter prepares to 
take over the White House. 
When Mondale was inter­ 
viewed for the vice presidency, 
he told Carter he had no inten­ 
tion of giving up his Senate seat 
if the new job were merely 
ceremonial and not substantive. 
When Carter selected Mon­ 
dale, he called the Minneosta 
senator the person best quali­ 
fied to succeed him as president 
if need be, and promised Mon­ 
dale would have an active role 
in a Carter administration. 
With the Carter take-over 
just over a month away, Mon- 
dale’s closest associates are 
confident the Georgian will 
make good on his promise to 
give Mondale something sub­ 
stantive to do. 
“All we have right now are 
indications,” one aide confided 
recently, “but all the indica­ 
tions are good. He’s in on 
everything there is to be in on.” 
Throughout the transition, 
Mondale has been at Carter’s 
side during interviews with 
prospective cabinet appointees, 
meetings with groups such as 
business, labor, mayors and 
governors and high-level brief­ 
ings on the nation’s economy, 
defense and national security. 
On numerous occasions, Mon­ 
dale has left Washington on 
short notice to join Carter in 
Plains for strategy and policy­ 


making sessions, as he did 
Wednesday when he and Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D-Wash., were 
summoned for energy discus­ 
sions. 
They talk extensively — in 
person and on the telephone. 
During one recent transition 
session in Washington, Mondale 
sat in on meetings from 8 a.m. 
until 9.30 p.m., then stayed on 
for 45 minutes longer for a 
private chat with Carter. 
“He’s been deeply involved in 
this cabinet selection process,” 
said Dick Moe, who was Mon- 
dale’s campaign manager and 
now is a member of the main 
transition team. 
“But his work (during the 
transition) has been across the 
board. He’s been sitting in on 
the interviews and giving his 
advice to Carter in private. 
There’s good communication 
between the two.” 
In making cabinet apoint- 


ments, Carter “looks to a 
number of people for advice 
and Mondale is one,” Moe said. 
Sometimes Carter accepts 
M o n d a le ’s 
a d v ic e 
and 
sometimes he rejects it, “but 
the decision is ultimately his 
own.” 


Moe said Mondale and Carter 
talk about his role but have not 
yet settled on specific duties. 
He sees Mondale taking an ac­ 
tive role in both domestic and 
foreign affairs but adds, “we’re 
in no hurry” to have the job 
defined. 


“It would be very premature 
to say what areas they’re talk­ 
ing about because it’s not 
resolved, but everyone agrees it 
will be an important role,” Moe 
said. 


He said Mondale is “in very 
good spirits and very excited 
about the prospects of the new 
administration.”

Add dry in­ 
gredients and stir in 1 cup nutmeats (op­ 
tional) and 1 cup whole cranberries 
Bake one hour at 325 degrees in a bread 
pan. 


Orange Salad 


1 pkg orange Jello, dissolved in 1 cup 
boiling water. Add V* cup orange juice. 
Let stand until it begins to set up. Add 
one cup whipped cream and put in mold. 
Refrigerate until set. 


Cranberry Salad 


Mix and let stand two hours, 1 lb. 
ground cranberries, 1*4 cup sugar. Add 1 
large can crushed pineapple, drained 
w e ll; 
Vs pkg. or m ore salad 
marshmallows. Let stand overnight in 
refrigerator. Two hours before serving, 
add vs pt. cream, whipped.

her grandmother’s recipe, more than 100 
years old “If you like this type of cookie, 
the results are well worth the extra work 
it takes to make them,” she says. "They 
are truly an appreciated Christmas gift 
goodie.” 
It is not for the ‘meek’ cook she ad­ 
vises It will make from 10-12 dozen 
cookies depending on size and w ill usual­ 
ly take two days to finish. It takes a dou­ 
ble recipe of frosting and should be made 
one batch at a time as it turns to sugar as 
it cools." 


2 tsp. baking soda 
2 tsp. baking powder 
1 cup heavy cream 
flour to make a stiff dough (about 6-8 
cups) 


Boil syrup, sugar, cloves and anise 
together, then cool. Beat eggs well and 
add cooled syrup mixture. Sift flour (not 
really necessary with modern flours) 
with soda and baking powder. Cream 
butter and cream. 
Add flour mixture and creamed mix­ 
ture to syrup. Mix well, adding flour un­ 
til dough is stiff enough to handle. Roll 
dough into small balls (about Vfe inch) 
and flatten slightly. Bake at 375 degrees 
for about 12-15 minutes. Cookies w ill be 
soft until cooled. 


Three cardinal rules for candy 
making: Always use a candy ther­ 
mometer. use a very heavy 4 qt. pan, 
such as a pressure cooker bottom; never 
double a batch of candy. It just doesn’t 
work well. 


Frosting: 
lVt tsp anise oil or extract (either) 
1 cup sugar 
1 egg white 
4 tbsp. water 


Cook sugar and water until it spins a 
thread (brittle stage). Pour over beaten 
egg whites stirring constantly until sl­ 
ightly cooled. Dip cookies in frosting and 
wipe off excess, then shake in powdered 
sugar. (It is much easier for two people 
to do this as it is very messy.)

2V* cups crushed vanilla wafers 
1 cup powdered sugar 
2 tbsp cocoa 
v* cup bourbon or brandy (either)

Remove from heat and immediately 
beat three egg w hites (room 
temperature) in large mixer bowl, until 
stiff. Then gradually pour half of syrup 
mixture over egg whites while beating 
constantly with mixer. Return other half 
of syrup to heat, cook until 260 degrees, 
then gradually add syrup to egg mixture, 
beating constantly until mixture forms 
soft peaks and begins to lose its gloss. 
Add Mi cup finely chopped nuts if desired. 
Drop from teaspoon onto waxed paper, 
with other teaspoon twirling the top. If 
mixture becomes too stiff to tw irl, add a 
few drops of hot water. You may add 
vanilla or other flavoring or color before 
you begin to beat the last half of syrup. 
Crushed peppermint candy canes and red 
color makes a nice change, or finely 
chopped maraschino cherries and red 
color, or black walnut flavoring with 
chopped nuts.

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New York comes up with debt plan Reagan asks 
new name 
but one creditor not too happy 
for Go p 
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NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
city has come up with a four- 
point plan to pay off its $1 
billion debt, but one of the prin­ 
cipal creditors involved is 
clearly not happy with it. 
The 11-month payment plan, 
revealed Wednesday at a 
crowded City Hall news con­ 
ference, involves a voluntary 
“stretchout" of some of the 
city’s debt, two methods of 
floating more bonds, and cash 
from the city treasury. 
Mayor Abraham Beame said 
the plan is contingent on the 
levels of state and federal aid 
next year. But he added that in 
the event that any of the four 
elements fails to generate 
enough cash, the difference can 
be made up with more bonds 
from the Municipal Assistance 
Corp., created by the state last 
year to help market bonds for 
the city. 


The plan now must be submit­ 
ted to the state Court of Ap­ 
peals, which on Nov. 19 over­ 
turned 
a 
three-year 
moratorium on repayment of 
the $1 billion debt. 
Arthur Richenthal, a lawyer 


for the Flushing National Bank, 
which successfully sued to un­ 
freeze the debt, said he accepts 
the repayment timetable, but 
he is uncomfortable with the 
contingencies, particularly the 
MAC bond switch, which was a 
feature of the illegal 
moratorium. 
He said he will file a 
counterproposal Thursday with 
the high court as city attorneys 
submit the city plan. This would 
postpone any action on repaying 
the loan by at least another 
month. 


To pay bade the $1 billion, 
Beame said, the city will raise : 
— $206 million through a 
“stretchout” of the payment of 
principal for certain MAC 
bonds held by banks and city 
pension funds; 
— $250 million to $300 million 
through placement of new MAC 
bonds in the private market to 
institutional investors; 
— $250 million to $300 million 
through a new public offering of 
MAC bonds; 
— And about $250 million in 


cash from the city treasury, 
which is expected to accumu­ 
late through a favorable turn in 
its cash flow situation. 
Beame and Felix Rohatyn, 
chairman of MAC, said the 
city’s underwriters predict a 
“favorable” atmosphere for 
new MAC paper. 
The timetable involves a 20 
per cent payment in principal 
by Jan. 1. another 30 per cent by 
Feb. 1 and the remainder by 
next Nov. 19, the first anniver­ 
sary of the court decisimi.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan says the Repub­ 
lican Party should consider 
changing its name because

The GOP, with only 18 per 
cent of the registrations, cannot 
be written off because it still at­ 
tracted almost half the voters 
in the presidential election, he 
said, but the party must woo 
conservatives away from the 
Democrats, and that may mean 
a new name.

“I wouldn’t use that word 
because I just think it has a con­ 
notation that slows some people 
down,” he said. “Some people 
read things into it that have a 
negative connotation.” 
“I’ve toyed with the word 
‘Independent.’ I’ve toyed with 
the word Constitution.’ maybe 
a hyphenated name.”

In releasing the index, 
Erickson stated that “con­ 
sumers must hold their elected 
officials accountable for how 
their interests are protected in 
the L egislature, since 
otherwise promises are easily 
forgotten once some legislators 
reach the Capitol doorstep.” 
However, since Senator Rains 
has been at the very top or near 
the top of the consumer voting 
index each of the three years he 
has served in the Senate, the 
trust the voters of the 18th 
Senatorial District placed in 
him was indeed well-deserved, 
according to the Consumers 
Council. 


The other four highly rated 


Senators were Ayala (D-San 
Bernardino), Dunlap (D-Napa), 
Roberti (D-L.A ), and Smith 
(D-Santa Clara). The complete 
voting index is available from 
California Citizen Action, 909 
12th S treet, Sacram ento, 
California, 95814, for a $2 con­ 
tribution to cover costs of 
publishing.

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Mac's not making friends 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Mac Wilkins wouldn’t do 
anything differently. 
After winning a gold medal in the discus at the Montreal 
Olympics on July 25, Wilkins was asked if his victory was for 
himself or for his country. Not one to shrink in the face of 
controversy, Wilkins replied that he did it for himself. 
The reaction was predictable. It seemed that all of 
America came down on the world record holder’s muscular 
shoulders. Among those ripping into Wilkins was U.S. Olym­ 
pic Committee president Phillip Krumm. 
“You’d have thought I was a Communist traitor,’’ Wilkins 
said. “A lot of people didn’t understand what I was talking 
about. I wasn't criticizing this country, though. I was 
criticizing the amateur system in this country. 
"If I had come up through some kind of sports develop­ 
ment program. I’m sure I wouldn’t say I won the gold medal 
for myself. I would have credited the program and the peo­ 
ple that set up the program. But that’s not the way it hap­ 
pened and I said so. 
“So some people got mad. If I had it all to do over again, 
I’d say the same things in the same way. I can’t help it if 
some of the news media misinterpreted it as unpatriotic.” 
Wilkins, who will compete in the Sunkist Invitational in­ 
door meet at the Sports Arena here Jan. 15, upped the world 
discus record four times in 1976 in addition to winning his 
gold medal. 
But he didn't make any friends among the people who run 
amateur athletics in the United States. As the year closes 
out, his enemies are showing. 
He hasn't been nominated for the 1976 Sullivan Award, 
which is annually given to America’s No. 1 amateur athlete 
by the AAU Nominated from track and field were gold 
medalists Bruce Jenner and Amie Robinson, and silver 
medalist Kathy McMillan 
“I think it’s kind of an honor not to be nominated,” smiled 


Wilkins. 
Wilkins won at Montreal with a throw of 221-5 after setting 
an Olympic record of 224-0 in the qualifying session. He set 
his world mark of 232-6 last May at San Jose, Calif ., and won 
the National AAU here at 230-0. 
Following his Olympic triumph, the former University of 
Oregon weightman competed in Europe, returning to the 
United States late in October. He now lives alone in an apart­ 
ment in San Jose where he trains with A1 Feuerbach. 
He had a lifetime best of 68-4 in the shot put at the Los 
Angeles Times meet last February and he’ll be competing on 
the indoor circuit again this winter. 
“Certainly, there’s bound to be some emotional letdown 
after my year last season,” he said. “I got the world record 
and a gold medal. But by the time the indoor season starts, 
I’U be revved up again. 
“But you can’t go into a year thinking about winning this 
and that and setting records. I think that limits your perfor­ 
mances.” 
Wilkins points out that some of the country’s amateur 
sports leaders, including Krumm, may be coming around to 
his way of thinking. 
“At least that’s what I’ve been reading,” he said. “I read 
where Krumm said it was time to make some drastic 
changes and develop more facilities for our amateur 
athletes. 
“Hopefully, if the president of the USOC makes state­ 
ments like this, it’s a step in the right direction. Whether 
people follow through is another matter, though. 
“The problem is the way Americans interpret the word 
amateur. I approach the discus in as much a professional 
manner as any professional athlete in the United States. It’s 
not something I do after my eight-to-five job and on week­ 
ends. I spend from four to seven hours a day and that doesn’t 
involve my mental preparation.” 


Pros taking 
good look at 
Cecil Gordon 


Cecil Gordon, former star running back at 
Cabrillo and at Hancock, and now a senior at Cal 
State Fullerton, is drawing the attention of pro 
football scouts The Rams and Bengals have 
recently tested (for speed) the 6’0^ ”, 206- 
pound Gordon, who gained 851 yards (4.3 
average > this year to give him 1,540 for his two- 
year career, third best in the school’s history. 
Cecil was named first team All-Pacific Coast 
Athletic Association this year and was second 
team last year. 


Gordon, a business major, hopes to follow in 
the footsteps of Johnnie Gray of Lompoc, the 
first Fullerton product to make the pros. 


According to Fullerton coach Jim Coletto, 
Gordon is a “really good inside runner who finds 
holes, has good strength and does a good job of 
blocking. He’s a good, sound all-around running 
back."

Western skiers waiting 


United Press International 
Forecasters say it’s too early to tell whether the West’s 
dry weather to date is a harbinger of a drought next year. 
But that’s little solace for skiers. 
From Idaho to Southern California, ski resorts are 
bemoaning the lack of snow. Even in Utah’s Wasatch Range, 
where California skiers normally find snow when the Sierra 
Nevada is bare, all resorts are still closed. And none of the 26 
resorts in Oregon and Washington report enough snow for 
safe skiing. 


The National Weather Service says late fall snowstorms 
are moving through Canada instead of into the United States 
because the jet stream has not yet moved south as it normal­ 
ly does in the winter. 
“It’s awfully early to say we don’t have enough snow,” 
said Steve Allred, administrator of the division of planning, 
Idaho Départent of Water Resources. “I don’t think a lack of 
snow in the lower areas will tell us we’re going to have a 
drought next year. Most of the reservoirs have a good car­ 
ryover. We still could get a lot of snow ” 
Robert Murdoch of the Utah Water Resources Division 
agrees. 
“Usually we have a pretty good snowpack from November 
and December storms, but that can be made up in March and 


April,” he said. “However, if we have only average 
precipitation for the rest of the winter, we could be heading 
for some trouble." 
The immediate crisis is for the skiing industry. Califor­ 
nia’s ski resorts are still closed. Utah resorts report they are 
losing a combined $2-3 million a week, and the Oregon- 
Washington resorts will lose half their gross annual revenues 
— $20 to $30 million — if they can’t open for the Christmas 
holidays. 
“Our industry forecasts show no sign of a major snow 
storm in the next two weeks,” said Mel Borgerson, executive 
director of the Pacific Northwest Ski Areas Association. 
Only twice in the last 40 years have Utah’s resorts opened 
as late as Dec. 24, and normally Northwest resorts are in 
high gear by the holidays. 
“I haven’t seen the opening this late for 20 years,” said 
Webb Moffett, operator of the Snoqualmie Summit resort 60 
miles east of Seattle. 
The only resort reporting enough snow for skiing in Idhho 
is Sun Valley, and the 15-18 inches on its slopes were 
generated by a snow machine. 
Some resort operators are looking beyond the weatherman 
for an end to the dry spell. At the Bogus Basin Recreation 
Area near Boise Idaho, the recorded snow condition mes­ 
sage ends with: “Thank you for calling and pray for snow."

Below is a short summary of 
the most popular fishing spots 
in this area: 
Avila — Early morning cold 
air is keeping as many anglers 
at home as are holiday prepara­ 
tions. A few white sea bass 
have been brought in, mostly 
from the kelp beds near Shell 
Beach. Heavy tackle is recom­ 
mended to keep the fish from 
going into the kelp beds and cut­ 
ting and knotting the line.

Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing-

Bass are be­ 
ing caught in mornings and late 
evenings on surface lures for 
the first hour of the day, and 
after that the usual bass stuff — 
plastic worms, hell-benders, 
floater-divers, and jigs. 
Lake Lopez — Planted about 
3.000 trout recently, but only 
trailers have been able to catch 
them. Bank fishing is zero. 
Margarita Lake — Primarly 
just a bass and crappie fishing 
lake, some nice cats have been 
pulled out. Not as big as 


Cachuma’s, but more have been 
caught. Bass and crappie are 
fair, with both fish hiding in the 
shaded areas. 
Lake Nacimiento — Good 
returns on white bass, but black 
bass fishing is slow. The cat- 
fishing picks up when the sun 
warms up the shallows. More 
waterskiers than fishermen 
right now. 


Sportfishing licenses for 1977 
will go on sale at Department of 
Fish and Game offices and with 
license agents throughout the 
state by mid-month. 
Angling licenses are issued on 
a calendar year basis, and 1977 
licenses will be required begin­ 
ning Jan. 1. 
Fees are 84 for resident 
licenses, 32 for the inland 
waters validation stamp and 83 
for the trout and salmon stamp. 
The three-day ocean fishing 
license costs $2.

Polly’s Pointers 


Fireplace wood 
causes worry 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — We put in a wood burning fireplace 
that we looked forward to enjoying very much, but the 
strong wood smell goes all through the house. This js not 
a smoke smell but wood. What kind of deodorizers, etc 
can I use to tone this down. I am afraid it will get into 
our clothes and make them offensive? — MRS. G.G. 
DEAR MERS. G.G. - Perhaps the trouble is with the 
kind of wood you are burning. Fruitwoods give off a 
wonderful aroma. Soft woods such as evergreens spark 
and smoke more than hardwoods. Perhaps your wood is 
green. Seasoned wood releases less tar into the air, 
smokes and sparks less. How about this, readert. have 
any of you had this trouble and corrected it? — PO LLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I have two Pet Peeves The first is with 
those dimly lighted restaurants where one cannot read the 
menu The candles and dim lights do look romatic, but are not 
too practical. The second is that women often cannot eat more 
than half of the large portions served and would much rather 
have less and pay less — HILDEGARDE. 
DEAR POLLY — I used to be constantly turning on the back 
burner on my stove, when I thought lwas turning on the front 
one I marked the designation on the stove for the front burner 
with a dab of red nail polish No more confusion 
A sponge is far better to use for wiping up small spills in the 
kitchen than a towel or dish cloth. — LUCILE. 
DEAR POLLY — When sewing, I stick pins and needles in a 
sponge instead of a pin cushion. The needles stay better anddo 
not run or disappear the way they do in a pin cushion The 
sponge can be cut to any desired size. — LORA. 
DEAR POLLY - When sewing side seams in dresses I 
always start at the bottom and sew up. I never have to trim off 
any of the skirt bottom. Pin at the sleeve line and pin well in 
between, as some materials are so slippery 
Also, after a two-and-a-half*inch binding is sewed in around 
the neck, slash so it lays flat. Then sew again on the right side 
close to the neck edge to keep it from stretching When done 
correctly it is nice and soft, but when done incorrectly it can 
be hard as a board. (Polly’s note — Many readymade dresses 
are stitched this way.) — MARGARET. 
DEAR POLLY — To remove coffee and tea stains from 
china pottery, I rub a small amount oi baking soda in with my 
fingers and then rinse I also find this great for polishing 
chrome canisters, my tea kettle and so on. It does not make 
scratch marks. — ALMA. 
DEAR POLLY — Old toothbrushes make great fingernail 
and toenail brushes — never throw one away, — MISS S.

Confession of a precinct captain

The colossal torchlight 
parade thrown recently for 
Jim m y Carter by Mayor 
Richard Daley and his 
prodigious 
Chicago 
Democratic machine, lit up 
the night sky and got the old 
adrenalin perking for Sam 
Goodman. 
Sam was in the parade, 
carrying aloft a partisan sign. 
Sam is a precinct captain for 
the Democratic Party in 
Chicago, has been for 45 
years. He has endured nearly 
a half century of stumping for 
Democratic candidates. 
“ You’ve been through so 
much/’ said Sam, “ that it 
gets harder now to get up the 
enthusiasm. But funny thing, 
once you get there, the desire 
rushes back. You want to win! 
That's the heart of a good 
precinct captain talking. He’s 
the one that, no matter how 
tired, no matter how bad the 
legs are killin’ you, you gotta 
keep punchin’ those bells and 
draggin’ your body up them 
stairs to talk to your people.”

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'Robbing banks was a compulsion' 


Sutton:

Recently W illie Sutton, the 
legendary bank robber now 75 
yearsoid.saw the alarm button 
on the elevator begin to flash 
red. Next, an alarm sounded. 
He flood in the descending 
encloearc and felt a fam iliar 
flush of sealed discomfort. 
It was rem indful of a 
moment many years before: 
a fte r 
six 
m onths 
of 
backbreaking digging to 
escape from a prison, he 
emerged from under ground 
and found himself staring into 
the faces of two c ity 
patrolmen. “ W ell, if I was 
stunned, 
they 
w ere 
thu nd erstru ck,” W illie 
recalled. 
Now, though, W illie’s fate 
was not shut. The elevator 
was neither in a bank nor a 
(dink but in the genteel Dorset 
Hotel in Manhattan, where 
W illie was lodging while in 
town to promote his new book, 
“ Where The Money Was.” He 
was most definitely not on a 
busman’s holiday. 
“ But I have to walk 
gingerly,” said Sutton at 
breakfast. “ Circumstances 
can be damaging.” 
His pouch-eyed, crinkly face 
brightened in the telling. 
There is a sympathetic, 
«lim ated quality to Sutton; 
his graying hair sticks out 
from behind his ears in an 
am using fashion and he 
re ta in s 
his 
n a tive 
Brooklynese. 


Ia nice tie and nice sport 
jacket in a nice dining room 
and with overnice manners be 
asks a woman present if he 
might smoke a cigarette, 
because, he says, “ soiton 
poissons do mind.” 


W illie is a gentleman writer 
and lecturer now. His life of 
participatory crime is behind 
him, he says. Besides his 
autobiography he is plotting a 
novel and is a popular speaker 
at bank seminars.

back up at the te lle rs ’ 
windows. “ Anybody can just 
hop over a counter and stuff a 
satchel and be gone,” he said. 
Sutton robbed nearly 100 
banks and stole close to $1 
million and did it with unique 
panache. He got into banks 
before they opened in the 
m orning, disguised as a 
policeman or a fireman or a 
window washer. 
He changed his appearance 
with mustaches, hair dyes and 
elevator shoes. No one was 
ever physically harmed. He 
sweet-talked the bank 
employes into a calmness 
( “ Relax, folks, it’s only 
money and it’s not your 
money” ). And he ingeniously 
broke out of prisons that were 
“ foolproof.” 
It was said that W illie took 
to banks the way Caruso took 
to opera, and a New York 
police com m issioner said 
W illie was the Babe Ruth of 
bank robbers. Even though he 
spent 33 of his 43 operating 
years behind bars and on the 
lam, he captured the public’s 
imagination like no criminal 
perhaps since Jesse James. 
He remembers suffering an 
illness while in prison, and 
was given last rites. “ I got 
letters 
from all over the 
country,” he said. “ And when 
I got turned down for parole, 
same thing. People do care 
what happens to people. 
“ Why’d they care about 
me? I think a lot of people 
were elated w ith my 
robberies. They lived them 
vicariously. Especially poor 
people. Everybody’s entitled 
to a dream or two. And these 
people dream about inheriting 
money from a wealthy uncle 
or finding a big bag of money 
that’s fallen off a truck. And 
they think that banks have a 
lot of money and are blood 
suckers. Maybe they’d be 
bank robbers too if they had 
more courage — or less 
intelligence.” 
W illie took a puff of his 
cigarette and smiled rather 
shyly. His blue eyes, though, 
are riveting. 
As for being a legend like 
Je ss e 
Ja m e s, 
“ I t ’s 
ridiculous,” he said. “ I mean, 
I can’t even ride a horse.” 
W illie says there was more 
pain in his profession than 
glory. “ You never realize 
until years later how much 
suffering you caused your 


loved ones,” he said. “ And 
then how lonely you become, 
the feeling of isolation. I 
began stealing when I was 10. 
My dream was to give my 
mother a lot of money and 
build her a palace. When I was 
211 sent her 85,000. She gave it 
right over to the church. She 
assumed where it came from 
and wouldn’t touch it. That 
really hit me, that I couldn’t 
please my mother. 
“ But I couldn’t stop robbing 
banks. It was a compulsion. I 
loved it. I was more alive 
when I was inside a bank, 
robbing it, than at any other 
time in my life. I enjoyed 
everything about it so much 
that one or two weeks later I’d 
be out looking for the next job. 
But to me the money was the 
chips, th a t’s a ll. The 
winnings. Me looking at a 
bank was like some other guy 
looking at a beautiful woman. 
Irresistible.” 


W illie has been out of jail 
since 1969, even though he had 
been sentenced the last time 
to over 100 years. A lawyer 
named Katharine Bitses 
devised a brilliant plan using 
the reversal of one case to 
knock down the sentence of 
another one. Sutton lives now 
in near-anonymity in either 
Florida or Long Island. He 
still enters banks, but 
legitimately. “ When you’re 
young.” he said, “ you do a lot 
of things without properly 
evaluating 
You know. I ’ve 
had a lot of time now to 
contemplate and meditate.” 


After all these years, 
though, his face still looks 
fam iliar. He recalls being in a 
bank recently to deposit 
money: 


The teller stared at him 
intently. 


“ Don’t I know you from 
somewheres?” said the teller. 
“ Vegas? The Coast?” said 
Sutton. 


“ No. But someplace ” 
“ You must be mistaken,” 
said Sutton. 


The teller began walking 
away, then stopped, wheeled 
and said, “ I KNOW YOU - 
you’re Bert Lahr!” 


Sutton said now, “ Talk 
about being deflated, I almost 
went through the floor.”

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Leading a group of 106 
rockhounds on a recent field 
trip to Roxbury, Conn., to 
gather almandine garnets, 
Michael Walter told members 
and friends of the Lapidary 
and Gem Society of New York 
to listen for his whistle. 
“ When you hear this sound, 
stop whatever you are doing,” 
he admonished “ You might 
just be a culprit throwing 
rocks and gravel down on a 
digger below. If you stop and 
wait when I blow the whistle, I 
can stop you before any real 
harm is done.” 
Once at the Connecticut 
site, the group fanned out over 
a hilly area where the garnets 
once supplied raw material to 
com m ercial producers of 
abrasives. They are 12-sided 
dark minerals which can be 
fashioned into a graduated 
necklace. However, most on 
the trip were just starting or 
adding to collections which 
they label and place in their 
homes. 
This group carried food and 
beverages, heavy geological 
sledges, chisels, picks and 
hammers needed to break up 
the rocks to release the gar­ 
nets. H ie novices chose softer 
areas where garnets alone, or 
in matrix, could be turned up 
with garden tools near the sur­ 
faces of the meadows. Those 
who chipped away rode on the 
site wore safety glasses and 
those deep in the rocky 
ravines were advised to wear 
hard hats, or safety helmets. 


Everyone came back with 
some specimens.

Rockhounds have grown in 
numbers in the past decade 
and it is estimated that some 
10 million pay admission to 
gem and mineral shows 
across the country each year. 
Thousands attend shows, for 
example, at the Hall of Gems 
in the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington, D.C., and at 
the American Museum of 
Natural History in New York. 
Just what prompts a person 
to collect rocks is a question 
rockhounds find difficult 
answering. Most say the in­ 
finite variety of m inerals 
caught their fancy as 
children. You find some star­ 
ting, alone or in groups, from 
the age of six. Otters become 
fascin a te d 
w ith 
crystallography and collect 
stones with interesting crystal 
formations such as the 
“ Herkimer diamonds” which 
are quartz crystals found in 
Herkimer, N.Y. The lapidary 
workers, who cut stones for a 
hobby, often find cutting 
material but not necessarily 
in the precious gem category. 
They like the variety of agates 
in the West, in Oregon and 
co astal areas. In the 
Southwest, “ crazy lace” 
agates provide a wide range of 
unusual patterns. New Jersey 
is rich in quartz, such as rose 
or amethyst, and one area in 
Watchung has carnelians that 
come in yellow or deep red 


tones. 
In North Carolina there are 
several areas where the lucky 
can find sapphires, rubies and 
emeralds. You can pay a 
moderate price for a bucket of 
gravel and pan for the stones, 
or, for an admission fee, you 
can go into a mine to search 
for the gem m aterial. This 
country is rich in gem ore but 
not all areas are open to the 
collector. There’s jade in 
Alaska, California and Wyom­ 
ing, turquoise in New Mexico, 
and opal in Nevada and 
Wyoming. 
There’s a special group of 
“ m icro” collectors who 
search for minerals whose 
crystals and otter properties 
they can study under a 
microscope. Another type of 
material, the fluorescent 
minerals, w ill turn from drab 
to brilliant tones under ul­ 
traviolet light. 
For anyone who wants to in­ 
vestigate the rockhound trail, 
start with a group field trip 
sponsored by a local museum 
or mineral club. The local 
library should have additional 
information about minerals in 
its area. For more advanced 


hobbyists, there are trips in 
many regions and museums 
usually have such information 
posted for visitors. Where 


rock and gem shows run] 
several days, the program 
often includes field trips led 
by an experienced person.

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A nation of ‘squirrels’ 
Saving is a French institution

PARIS - (NEA) - Saving 
is one of the conservative 
habits which the French cling 
to. 
One 
o f 
th e 
m o s t 
c o n s e rv a tiv e o f t h e ir 
institutions is the savings 
bank. B u t these have 
undergone co nside rab le 
change in the last decade. It’s 
a long tim e since country 
people cached their francs in 
the wool sock. Today they 
know better and appreciate 
the fact that savings can also 
produce interest. 
The Caisses d ’Epargne 
(savings banks) now are 
grouped into a national union 
of 480 banks under the sign of 
‘i ’Ecureuil” — the Squirrel. 
They and the postal savings 
bank have been modeled on 
the British institutions of the 
last century. They are 
nonprofit and pay interest of 
6.5 per cent. The maximum 
amount that can be deposited 
is 32,500 francs (around 
16,000). 
Recent figures showed that 
24 m illion people, almost half 
the population, have accounts 
in the “ caisses” — the penny 
savings banks of the humble 
or the children of the middle 
class. But it is considered that 
“ s q u i r r e li n g ” 
now 
corresponds to the general 
makeup of France. 
The changes, however, have 
not been merely social. These 
sa vin gs 
banks 
have 
diversified their services, the 
most important representing 
loans and credits for the 
purchase or improvement of 
homes. The competition 
between them and the 
commercial banks has grown 
so that now, under the aegis of 
the minister of finance, funds 
are channelled into such 
schemes as popular housing, 
public transport, schools and 
hospitals. 
France, however, is also a 
country where many people 
continue to save by hoarding 
g old 
— 
the 
fa m o u s 
“ N a p o le o n s ,” 
as 
the 
equivalent of the gold dollar is 
known. Its rate is quoted daily 
in n e w s p a p e rs and on 
television. The next step is to 
buy a gold brick, obtainable at 
the Bank of France. There 
must be countless gardens and 
fields in which these, along 
w ith h e irlo o m s , w ere 
hurriedly buried when France 
fell in 1940. Some people were 
lucky enough to recover their 
buried treasure when they 
returned from the frantic 
exodus, but probably an equal 
number did not return or 
never disclosed their secret 
cache. 
Financial authorities were 
somewhat surprised to learn 
that notwithstanding the high

cost of living the balance 
shown by the “ sq u irre l” 
banks as from last A pril 30 
totalled 172 billion francs, a 24 
per cent increase on last year. 
Squirreling money is in effect 
a guarantee that you have a 
sum readily available for an 
emergency while s till earning 
something. Experts say that it 
reflects the fact that many 
people’s earnings have kept 
ahead of inflation (estimated 
at 11.9 per cent) so that more 
money is available for saving. 
Further up the social scale 
are the French who rent 
safety deposit boxes. But even 
th is p ro v e d n o t to be 
absolutely foolproof recently 
when a gang or gangs 
tunnelled from sewers into 
banks in Paris and Nice, on 
the R iviera, to loot the 
strongrooms. 
There is also in Paris a 
building little known to the 
general public which is said to 
be a veritable treasure trove. 
This is situated in a rich 
section of the city.

Courts grease 


oilmen's path 


WASHINGTON—A federal appellate 
court has been caught conniving with the 
oil and gas interests. The oilmen slipped 
through the back door of the Fifth Circuit 
Court in New Orleans last month to gain 
an advantage over their customers. This 
could wind up costing the consumers 
billions of dollars in 
higher gas prices. 


An outraged Sen. 
John Durkin (D.-N.H.) 
learned about the 
multi-billion-dollar 
caper and called upon 
Chief Justice Warren 
Burger to investigate. 
The chief judge of 
the accused court, 
Judge John Brown, 
has taken himself off 
the case and out of the 
controversy because 
he owns some $30,000 
worth of oil and gas 
stocks. But he told us 
he has laid the scandal 
before a three-judge 
panel, headed by Judge Charles Clark, 
who refused to talk to us. 
We have been able to piece the story 
together, nevertheless, from affidavits 
and interviews. 
During the first week in November, 
the Federal Power Commission 
prepared an order grant, g billions in 
rate increases to the natural gas com­ 
panies, which are controlled largely by 
the oil giants. Both the oil companies and 
the consumer groups awaited the order 
anxiously, with notices of appeal — the 
consumers to block the increase, the 
oilmen to boost the rates even higher. 
The moment the court order was is­ 
sued, the consumer lawyers were ready 
to rush into Washington’s appellate court 
to tile their appeal. This court has usual­ 
ly given the consumers a fair shake. The 
oil representatives, on the other hand, 
prepared to file their papers in the New 
Orleans court, which has been friendly to 
the oil and gas industry. 
Both sides knew it would be a race. 
For the court where the papers were 
first filed would hear the case. A secret 
observer turned up in New Orleans, 
meanwhile, to keep an eye on the oil In­ 
dustry’s legal maneuvers. He was 
William Braun, a counsel for the House 
Commerce Committee, who suspected 
there might be some hanky-panky

Braun, “that 16 petitions for review ... 
had been filed by Conoco, Tenneco, and 
Superior.” Braun stared at Stiebing in 
disbelief “I asked when the tilings had 
been made,” continued the House at­ 
torney.

... at or about twelve noon.” 
Unless the papers had been filed by in­ 
visible men, the oilmen had to be dealing 
in the backrooms of the federal court. 
Braun investigated, and we confirmed 
what happened. 
Actually, the oil representatives had 
shown up a day earlier on the possibility 
that the FPC might have issued its ruling 
on November 4. They slipped into 
Stiebing’s office and used his telephone 
to find out whether the ruling was ready. 
The obliging clerk had "stood by,” ac­ 
cording to Braun’s affidavit, in case the 
oilmen needed him. 
The following day, the faithful Stiebing 
again closeted himself with the oilmen in 
his private office. He “commenced 
standing by,” at 11:40 a.m. He even kept 
his telephone line open to the oil lawyers 
in Washington as noon approached. 
“At twelve noon,” declared Braun, 
“Mr. Stiebing was told to file the first 
petition.” This was followed by another 
at one second after twelve, another at 20 
seconds after twelve, still another at 45 
seconds after twelve, right on until 12:04. 
It turned out that 15 of the 16 oil peti­ 
tions were incomplete. But Stiebing 
magnanimously offered to allow them 
“to be completed this afternoon.”

Members of this quadrennial commis­ 
sion were convinced 
that only with the 
adoption of such a 
program, probably 
enacted into law, 
could public opinion be 
persuaded of the need 
to increase salaries 
that for six years have 
failed to keep pace 
with inflation. 
The burgeoning 
scandals beginning 
with Watergate have 
set opinion against 
easing of the salary 
squeeze that is forcing 
many able men and 
women out of govern­ 
ment. Now the Korean 
scandals have added to the general sense 
of revulsion against the venality of 
federal office holders. 
As Peter G. Peterson, chairman of the 
quadrennial commission, learned in his 
talk with President Ford just before the 
report was released, the Korean revela­ 
tions thus far are only the tip of the 
iceberg. 
The story that Kim Sang Keun, the 
former Korean CIA agent who has a*ed 
for refuge in this country, is telling to 
FBI agents is hair-raising. It involves 
not only large money bribes — details as 
yet undisclosed - but sexual favors and 
extensive free travel for members of 
Congress and other federal officials. 
The seriousness of the situation as 
documented by the commission can 
hardly be exaggerated. In increasing 
numbers able public servants are leaving 
the government because they cannot af­ 
ford, with rising costs, to stay on. The 
result is a steady deterioration in 
quality. 
Members of Congress without private 
means who must maintain a home in 
their respective districts as well as in 
Washington are feeling the pinch. One 
evidence is the numbers of Congressmen 
who are retiring. The commission 
recommends an increase in congres­ 
sional pay from $44,600 to $57,500. 
Private salaries in executive posts have 


long since outstripped those in govern­ 
ment. 
Peterson is an interesting case in 
point. He was Secretary of Commerce in 
the Nixon administration at the cabinet 
salary of $63,000, later briefly an aide in 
the Nixon White House. His business ex­ 
perience had been with Bell and Howell. 
He left Washington, despite intense 
pressure from the president, to become 
head of the investment firm of Lehman 
Brothers in New York at a reported 
salary of $3 million a year. 
No one could conceivably contend that 
this last figure has anything to do with 
government salaries. But below the 
cabinet level, assistant secretaries and 
top-grade employes find they simply 
cannot educate their children and live up 
to the standards they are expected to 
maintain. So they are leaving in droves 
for the private sector. 
The new Democratic team in the 
House, Speaker Thomas P. (Tip) O’Neill 
and Majority Leader Jim Wright, talk 
bravely about passing reform legislation 
that would end the bribe- and favor- 
taking of so many members of their 
party. 
But in a time of increasing unemploy­ 
ment, the current congressmen’s salary 
of $44,600 looks like a lot of money to 
jobless men and women concerned about 
the next day’s groceries, to say nothing 
of educating their children. 
It is the best chance for reform in 
many years. The six principles laid down 
by a blue-ribbon committee named by 
the commission would require an ac­ 
counting of expense moneys and an end 
to the kind of honoraria for speeches that 
build up congressional incomes. 
The “revolving door” custom would be 
curbed — under this system those serv­ 
ing on commissions and agencies have 
gone into practice for the same firms 
they were theoretically regulating while 
in government. 
____ 
By serving on a regulatory commis­ 
sion or in an agency tor a few years they 
greatly enhance the value of their ser­ 
vices when they went out to take 
retainers from the firms they had faced 
on the government-side of the table. 
The revolving door has opened the way 
for the private sector to get inside infor­ 
mation about attempts to regulate 
private industry. 
This is part of what Jimmy Carter 
faces when he m oves into the 
presidency. He has made a good beginn­ 
ing by choosing men of experience who 


are nevertheless not set in the concrete 
of the past. 
Yet this is wily the smallest of beginn­ 
ings. Filling the long roster of appointive 
positions will mean asking men and 


wwnen to give up lucrative positions and 
move with their families to crowded 
Washington. In a time of rapidly rising 
prices this is a sacrifice that many may 
be unwilling to make.

The FPC was expected to hand down 
foliar ruling at noon on 
its multi-billion-dol 
November 5.

Meanwhile, a second House lawyer, 
Patrick McLain, watched the “race to 
the courthouse,” at the Washington end. 
The consumer lawyers received no 
special treatment. They were obliged to 
use a public telephone and to file at the 
public counter. They got one break which 
almost gave them a tie with the oil 
lawyers. The Washington court clock 
was calibrated by minutes, not seconds, 
so the consumer men were given the 
benefit of the doubt on filings up to 30 se­ 
conds past each minute. 
Sen. Durkin’s private letter to the 
chief justice spelled out the charges 
against the Fifth Circuit Court. “It is 
clear,” wrote the senator, “the natural 
gas producers were permitted extended 
use of non-public facilities in the Fifth 
Circuit clerk’s office. They were 
provided the undivided attentions and 
services” of the clerk’s office. ”1 am 
sure you agree that such backroom fil­ 
ings are, at best, inappropriate and, at 
worst, give the appearance of im­ 
propriety ... I urge the Supreme Court to 
conduct a full investigation.” 
Footnote: Stiebing told us he would 
“welcome an investigation into my per­ 
sonal integrity in this matter.” U.S. At­ 
torney Gerald GalUngbouse in New 
Orteans said he had found no wrongdo­ 
ing. He praised the fairness of the court 
which, he said, was traditionally accom­ 
modating to lawyers from both sides. 
Burger's office had no comment,

Money to hire such 
personnel simply was 
not

available. At that 
juncture, Oakes came 
up with the idea of get­ 
ting specialized out­ 
door teachers on a 
volunteer basis. Even, 
then, however, Oakes 
and the group around him contemplated 
something in the form of buildings. Clas­ 
ses were to spend a week at the camp or 
at least a few days, and there’d have to 
be something in the form of a mess hall 
and other buildings. 
As time passed, even that idea had to 
be scotched. This week Oakes told me 
he’s coming up with a format that will 
work and that will do a good job of in­ 
troducing youngsters in four classrooms 
to the wonders of nature. 
The new program will provide an over­ 
night camp experience on a onetime 
basis Some of the classes may spend 
more than one night, but that will be up 
to the teacher, depending on “how brave 
he is,” Oakes says. 
The four classes Oakes has come up 
with have teachers who have shown an 
intense interest in participating. Details 
of all this are still a little rough, 
but Oakes is convinced that it will work. 
Another key to the idea is the 
willingness of Vandenberg to provide 
some specialized outdoor personnel. 
For those who haven’t followed all 
this, the overnight camp idea would in­ 
clude nature walks, the exploration of 
the plants and animals, birds and the 
weather, the heavens and the rocks and 
sc on. 
This reporter remembers accompany­ 
ing a class at Ojai’s private Thatcher 
School on a field walk with the school’s 
naturalist. The experience was unforget­ 
table. Not the least of the wonders was 
the shining interest the youngsters took 
in that vast, and spectacular world of liv- 
formerly living and non-living mat-
